CIRCUIT WITH GRID 
LEAK RESISTANCE 


(By the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO,— Subways under Chi­ 
cago sidewalks instead of under the 
city streets is the plan proposed by 
D. Chase Denison, Chicago civil engi­ 
neer, who contended that such an 
improvement could safely be built 
at less than half the depth of the 
ordinary tJP** °f underground rail­ 
way and at a tenth of the cost. 
Only a small portion of such a 
subway system as Chicago needs can 
be built at the depth that would he 
ne-vssary if excavation should be 
made under the street proper, owing 
to the expense, according to Mr. 
Denison, who has autV itted to U. 
S. Schwartz, chairman of the Chi­ 
cago Council Transportation Com­ 
mittee, a plan for a subway system 
tea or twelve, feet deep under the 
sidewalks instead of twenty^five to 
fifty feet deep under the streets. It

“ The city of Chicago owns the

This space is now 
used, lf at all. chiefly by business 
houses for coal holes.

Fig. 13 shows a set of curves for 
a tbfee-electrode vacuum tube circuit 
containing a grid leak resistance as 
shown in Big. l l instead of a “CM 
battery with the same symmetrical 
alternating difference of potential ap­ 
plied to the grid circuit. 
There being no “C” battery poten­ 
tial applied to the grid, the grid in 
Fig. l l is, normally at zero potential 
with respect to the filament.
